THE PRESIDENT'S ANNUAL REPORT TO THE MEMBERSHIP 
by President J. CLIFFORD STARK 


The fiscal year just closed on March 31 has been one of transition and important 
change, and of solid progress in the development of the Overseas Press Club. : 


Membership stands at a record high of about 960. The Club's financial position is the 
strongest in its history. Our new Memorial Press Center home is now undergoing extensive 
remodeling; delayed beyond original estimates, it is true, but it will be ready for occu- 
pancy this summer. Funds are available from the Memorial Building Drive to finance the 
cost of remodeling with some, though not enough, remaining for furnishings. An efficient 
professional staff has been organized to operate the Club on a vastly expanded basis in its 
new club house. And finally, the Club has just staged one of its most successful Awards 
Dinners with an address of world-wide importance by Secretary of State John Foster Dulles, 
and an attendance of about 950. 


These are only the highlights of a critical year which imposed heavy responsibilities 


and problems upon your officers and Board of Governors. They have been ably supported by 
many hard-working, conscientious Chairmen and members of Committees and many of the member- 
ship. 


The administration of Club affairs has been greatly facilitated by the work of an able 
Executive Committee which, between meetings of the Board, has met frequently throughout the 
year to deal with day-to-day problems of an unusual and important nature, on which quick 
action and decisions were imperative. 


Major time and attention of the officers, Executive Committee and Board have centered 
on the building project which involved far more complications than could be anticipated. 
Several revisions of plans were necessary both from the standpoint of cost and building 
regulations. After months of valuable assistance from Mr. Sylvan Bien, the architect who 
gave his and his staff's services without charge, the advice and assistance of Mr. William 
Zeckendorf again were solicited in an effort to reduce costs still further. Mr. Zeckendorf, 
the nationally-known real estate developer who had "found" the property at 35 East 39th St. 
for the Club, generously offered the services of the Webb & Knapp Staff in making further 
revisions of the plans, contracting and supervising the entire remodeling project to its 
completion. This resulted in further savings and a contract of approximately $96 ,000. 

The work got underway a few weeks ago and will be rushed to completion. 


Meanwhile, a related problem was the continuance of the Memorial Fund Drive to raise 
the additional funds necessary for the building project. 


It was not possible to maintain the full momentum and success of the early months of 
the drive in the previous administration, but from May 1, 1953 when the present administra- 
tion took office, to the end of March this year, the total contributed in the Fund Drive wa 
increased from $194,000 to $248,000. Thus, after full payment on purchase of the property 
($102,000), incidental expenses and all costs of the Drive, the Building Fund has in cash 
approximately $120,000 with which to finance remodelling and furnishing of the building. 
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The services of one of the leading interior decorators in the country, Mr. William 
Pahlmann, were obtained and he has been working for some time on the interior plans and

The Club has worked closely with and had the full cooperation of President William P. 
Gray and the trustees of the Correspondents Fund in all matters relating to the building, 
of which the Fund is the legal owner. 


The Club was able to obtain the services of Mr. James V. Foley, a club manager of long 
and successful experience in all phases of club operations, as Manager of our Club, and with 
Richard Stincone, bookkeeper and assistant, and Miss Tima Proscia, we have a professional 
staff in whom we can have full confidence. 


The organization of such a staff well in advance of occupancy of the building was 
considered of the greatest importance. After a period marked by some trial and error, 
Mr. Foley was selected from among some fifty club managers considered for the position with 
our Club. 


The business side of the Club, already grown to considerable proportions, becomes much 
more important in the new club house and requires the continuing attention of a thoroughly 
trained professional staff. 


The Membership Committee has been active and, with the aid of the membership, has 
increased our membership from 803 on May 1, 1953 to about 960 at the end of March. When the 
membership requirements were changed and liberalized last year, some misgivings were ex- 
pressed that the character of the Club might be adversely affected. The Membership Com- 
mittee and Members generally, however, have shown a high degree of selectivity and many of 
the new members bear names among the most distinguished in journalism. 


& The strong financial position of the Club treasury is due largely to the dues increase 


which became effective a year ago, but also to substantial income from initiation fees and 
increased membership. (Full financial details of the Club will be reported at the Annual 
Meeting on April 28 by the Secretary-Treasurer. ) Though the dues increase was applied at a 
time when it was expected the new building would be occupied much earlier than was possible, 
it has enabled the Club to build up a strong reserve to meet the contingencies and uncer- 
tainties of operating on a greatly enlarged basis in the new quarters. 


The Club is fortunate in having such a reserve as insurance against the risks involved 
in the new operation and against the possibility of special assessments to meet unexpected 
expense emergencies. It is for this reason that the Board has considered it essential and

prudent to maintain the present rate of dues, despite the delay in occupying the building. 

In connection with dues, the Club was able, through the able and generous assistance 
of its counsel and Honorary Member, Mr. FRANK WACHSMITH, to get a ruling from the Treasury 
exempting our membership dues from the federal club tax of 20% for the time being. Mr. 
WACHSMITH has rendered and is still rendering other valuable services to the Club in con- 
nection with the building project and other important legal matters, all without cost to 
the Club. 

Another important action taken by the Board was to provide for election of Board mem- 
bers for two year terms, six elected in one year and seven the next after this year, to 
provide stronger continuity within the Board for administration of the increasingly impor- 
tant affairs of the Club. Certain changes also were made in the election procedure, all 
intended to strengthen the Club. 

It is possible to record only a few of the more important and significant actions and 
events of the year in this brief report. 

The usual functions and activities of the Club have been maintained, such as our 
luncheon meetings, many of which have been highly successful and well attended, cocktail 
parties, etc. Much credit for these is due Mrs. PATRICIA HARTWELL as Program Chairman. 

In addition to handling usual program activities, she also took on the major assignment of 
Executive Chairman of the Dinner Committee. The efficiency and success of the Dinner Com- 
mittee in organizing and staging this year's dinner are worthy of the highest praise and 
credit. 

I wish to record my thanks and appreciation to all of the officers and Board members, 
and all other members whose cooperation and support in a difficult period have made possible 
the progress outlined above. It is a matter of satisfaction to all of us that the Club is in 
such a strong condition in every way to move forward on the ambitious program on which it is 
launched to become a force of increasing influence and prestige in international journalism.
